Senee intermixed. Even the well-to-do | 
people of the peasantry live i9 mud-!

less, and with but one small door of! 


exit. Here the family, however large, 
live and sleep, Chimneys are unknown, 
or indeed, any kind of smoke-hole or 
Ventilator, Water for drinking pur- 
poses is often obtained from a small | 
rvae'. & branch of the canal, general- 
lv impure, muddy stuff Yet when the | 
people are sick, they ascribe it to the | 
evil influence of malicious jinnis who | 
are always wandering about, ready for | 
auv wicked mischief. 

The people believe that if a man sick | 
with small-pox hears thunder, he be- | 
comes deat, hence tom-toms (drums) | 
are beaten around him during a thun- | 
der-storm that he may not hear the! 
fatal sound. 

Incantations, jugglery and charms 
are popular remedies. If the patient 
recovers, well and good: if he dies, he | 
lacks faith. A favorite cure for jaun- 
dice is a twig taken from a tig-tree, eut 
aLto Jorty Jueces, brenthed on by the 
Koresi (wire men) and the pieces | 
strung ana hung about the sick per- | 
sons neck. A seven to ten dive’ ab | 
stiuence trom food is enjoined, and the 
patient gets well, or else he does pot. 

Occasionally the treatment becomes 
more practical, as in the following case 
of sweating a patient.
